Dayton, Tenn.. May 28.— At the Rich- 


laod mine of the Dayton Coal and Iron 
company, two miles from Dayton, yes- 
terday afternoon a terrific explosion of 
gns resulted in the death of 21 men, 
ail white and most of them married 
and with families. The explosion was 
caused by what is known among min- 
ers as a "blown blast." It is the cus- 
tom of the miners to place blasts and 
fire them off at QKitting time each aft- 
ernoon, leaving the coal thus thrown 
down to be loaded and hauled from the 
mine the next mowing. The Richlaud 
mine is destitute of water, and hence 
a great volume of fine particles of coal 
dust, invisible to the naked eye, ac- 
cumulates at the roof of the mine, form- 
ing a highly inflammable gas. 


Yesterday afternoon at 4:30 o'clock 


a dynamite cartridge was placed in 
position in one of the rooms for a blast, 
The miners had Just started for the 
mouth of the mine. The blast did not 
explode as intended, but instead a long 
flame shot out of the blast bole and 
ignited the accumulation of dust. In- 
stantly a terrific explosion occurred, 
and a seething mags of flame shot to 
the mouth of the mine aud extended 
300 feet into the open air, scorching the 
leaves from the nearby, treea. There 
were 3-1 men In the mine at the- time. 
Pour of these escaped with slight In- 
juries. Twenty-one w«e kiUed^.a^d 
nine were terribly burned, moat of 
them fatally. •

In the 
first nlaoe. prior to the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war Porto Rico was a province of 
Spain and as such foreign territory in 
every sense of the word. The island 
remained foreign territory In a legal 
sense notwithstanding our conquest 
and military occupation and govern- 
ment until the ratification ot' the treaty 
of peace, when It ceased to be foreign 
territory and became a possession or 
dependency of the United States, but 
not a part of the United States. Being 
a dependency of this country, it was 
domestic territory as contradistinguish- 
ed from foreign territory. 


Still DomcNttc Territory. 


"It is domestic territory still, but it 


underwent a further change iu its legal 
relation to this country when congress 
enacted the law of April 12. 1000, pro- 
viding a civil government and tariff du- 
ties for the support of the same. Since 
April 12. 1900. it is territory belonging 
to the United States, with respect of 
which congress has enacted legislation 
fixing the status of its inhabitants, 
providing a government for them aud 
providing also for the necessary reve-

In other words, 
the effect of the decision Is that the 
constitution docs not follow the flag 
and that cougresj has plenary power 
under the constitution to govern our 
Insular acquisitions according to their 
respective necessities.

CLIMATE AND CROP SERVICE. 


New England Section of the Agricul- 


tural Department Beport for the 
Week. 


Tho statement of the weather and 


crop conditions of New England, com- 
piled from the reports of correspondents 
of the New England section of the TJ. 
S. department of agriculture for the 
week ending May 27, is, in part, as fol- 
lows: 


The weather for the week, as a whole, 


has been unfavorable, 
an excess of 


cloudiness and rain, with low tempera- 
ture delaying farm work. 
During the 


early part of the week it was cloudy 
with Ijghfc rains, followed during the 
middle of the waek by considerable 
sunshine and much higher temperature, 
but on the 24th the weather again be- 
came cold and wot, which conditions 
havo since prevailed. 
While some cor 


respondents state that, judging by fruit 
blossoms, the season varies but little 
from the average of the luat 45 years, 
the majority report that in geneial work 
and crops the season is from one to two 
weeks later than the average. 


While scattertd light showers oc- 


curred in the early part of the week, the 
greater part of the rainfall was on and 
alter the 24kb, and waa heaviest on the 
coast. The amounts for the week ranged 
fi-om 1 inch at 
coast 
stations to 


,40 of an inch in the western portion of 
New England. 
The average rainfall 


for the week was .bO of an inch, .93 of 
an inch less than ihe average for the 
corresponding week of lasi j< a', 


The continuance of cloudy weather 


and rain has delayed planting, plowrog 
ind work. 
The low temperature has 


mado the growth of planted cmpa slow, 
both in g-rnuna!iou and growth after 
coming np 
Many coirespondents state 


that "nothiijg grows Lnt grabs)." 
Low 


laud continues so wet it cannot bo 
hoiked, and warm, drying wea'her in 
much needed in all parts of the district 
to permit the progress of farm woik 
and fnr thrt bout growth of crops. How- 
ing has been completed with a good 
"c.klcb," tho inoiHt woftther being fav- 
orable for tho fjermiatuicn of grass and 
grain.
